An outside antenna or cable system must be 
properly grounded to provide some protection 
against built up static charges and voltage

1 POWER SOURCE CAUTION 

Operate only from power source indicated on unit 
or in this manual. If uncertain, have an Electric 
Utility Service Company or Video Products Dealer 
verify your home power source. 

2 POWER CORD PLUG 

For safety, this unit comes with a polarized 
type plug (one wide blade), or a three-wire 
grounding type plug.
